Shu found tho
woman sick in bed. Kate said that "Joe" had
boon beating hor for a week. Sho wanted
something to drink, and tho prisoner wont to
a saloon and brought her three bottles of
whiskey. rhen then left, and that niuht was
nguln arrested for Intoxication. Hho got live
days, and on Thursday came out again and
once more went to Ilossa's place. Sho in-
quired for the Barry woman and was told that
she was dead. Who looked at the body and
says that It was all black nnd blue. Later,
sho says, Slacgie Owons, who lives In tho
house, told her she had seen Koss.i beating
the woman n half hour before hor death.

Tho Justice asked the Huyes women If she
know anything more.

"You Pot I do," sho ssld. He killed an-

other woman last August by beating hor. and
I saw him dolt."

Mho said that on Aug, 2 she saw Itossa beat
and klckawomun named Kate Kolly. one or
the fiequontors of Ins place. Ten minutes
after sho saw him beating her tho Kelly woman
died.

Tho Barry woman died on Thursday, and
was burled that evening. Deputy Coroner
Weston says her death was duo to alcoholism
and nothing else.

At tho hearing
In the Executlvo Chamber woro F.inntng's wife
nnd two small children, whom he abnndoned
in Utica when he went to New York; his aged
father nnd mother: the Itev.

Harriet liae. a former school teacher. iProf.
MoMllnr. tho Hovs. F. W. Towsend. E. A.
Taylor, Dr. Bigclow. nnd Lesley Graves, and
other ohurch people of Utica. who wor? ready
to testify to Fannlng's exemplary conduct
while n youth. Col. Howard of tho Ninth Regi-
ment, la which the condemned was a sergeant
was also present.

Assistant District Attorney David Welch of
Now York city appeared as counel for tho
petitioners nnd laid great stress on the point
thnt Fanning had not had a fair and impartial
trlut by roason of the " butchery or tils case"
through the incompetency of his counsol. He
brought affidavits of leading criminal lawyers
In New York city to attest this. The doubt as
to the sufficiency of tho ovldenco was another
point made, and these two Influenced the
Governor to giant the commutation.

The prime mover In tho attempt to save tho
life of Fanning Is Mrs. Harriet G. Hao or Utica.
to whoso school Fannlrg ouco went. Hho lias,
unaided, raised the monov necessary to pay
tho expense.

FIRST 1SDICT3IEXT IXsUFFJCIEXT.

The Whiskey Trust Prenenttaent In Boston
Wan Not C'nrrlully Drawn l'p.

Boston, May 13. Judge Nelson has quashed
tho first Indictment found ngalnst tho de-

fendants In the Whiskey Trust case. His
opinion prosents many suggestions which will
bs of value to the Incorporators of othertrusts.
Among other things ho Bays:

"An indictment framed under this section
should contain 11 distinct avormont, in the
words of tho statuto or in oqulvalontlangunge,
that, by means of the acts chargod, tho de-

fendant had monopolized, or hud conspired
or combined to monopolize, trndo and
commerce among tho sevoral States or
with foreign nations. It nvors merely
that by menus of the acts alleged
thoy hnil monopolized tho manufacture and
sale of dlstlllod apirits. without stating that
In so doing they had monopolized trade and
commerce In dlstlllod spirits among thu sov-
eral States or with rorolgn nations. It is true
that tho Indictment charges Unit tho defend-
ants havo dono certain things with Intent to
monopolize tho traffic, and that they have in-
creased usual prlcoH at which distilled spirits
wore sold in MassacliUbotts. unit have pre-
vented and counteracted the effect of fullcompetition in such tralllc In Massachusetts
none of these things Is singly nn offence hy
the statute. Tho Indictment lu this particular
is clearly inbiifllclont according tn thepleading, and charges
no offence."

This opinion does not affect tho second In-
dictment roturnod n fow nays ago. In fact It
Is known that tho llrst Indlntmont was hastily
constructed so ns to hold tho defendants, one
of whom, it was feared, was about to depart
for Europe.
